Tab debate in the Houso of Lords on 
tbe Irish Church DisestablUbrrent Bill, 
was highly exciting, The feelings of the 
speakers were evidently wrought up to a 
▼ery high pitch and undoubLedly were 
expressed in the utmost sincerity. 
Nevertheless the defection of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Duke of Bioh- 
mond,the Bishop of St David and others, 
hitherto opposed to tho measure indi-- 
oates very clearly the result. On a divi- 
sion, the Bill svill pnsa a second reading. 
There can be no donor, that tho disestab- 
lishment of the Irish Church is consonant 
with the advance of enlightenment and 
must havo taken plaoo sooner or later., 
but it is a change- which rends asunder 
ties that aro held very sacred in England, 
»nd creates a terror for the futuro that 
will arouse a very strong feeling against 
farther innovation for the present. Glad- 
stone will triumph with this great measure 
but like many other victories, it will 
prove as bad as a defeat, since it will 
induce many to form a crusade against 
himself and government that even his 
large majority will bo unable to with" 
stand. No minister has long survived 
any great chango in English established 
institutions; the revulsion of popular feel- 
ing is usually too ranch for them. Ho can, 
however, very well afford to retire on 
laurels so remarkable as thoso achieved in 
in this sweeping moasure, as it will havo 
a lasting and destruotivo effect on many 
other of the existing establishments, 
which more properly belong to a bygone 
age. Mr. Bright, in his excessive zeul, 
has done more than what was absolutely 
necessary in the premises ; he has, by hia 
letter to tho Birmingham agitators, been 
adding, what churchmen conceive to be, 
insult to injury. Ho may b9 very sincere 
ns a politician but ho is a little two ioi» 
pulsive ; and when the Gladstone minis- 
try have served their turn with him, ho 
will doubtlessly . be shelved, Such has 
been the fato of Mr. K oobuek, Mr. 
Horsman and others of tho violent 
school ; they were used and identified 
with somo great question of tho day aud 
then allowed to sink into obscurity. 
The very severe shock to tho feelings of 
the English people inflicted by this de* 
terminer! -attack an the Church, may ne- 
cessitate some alterative, and it would 
not bo suprising if a new ministry intro- 
1 daced a more decided foreign policy in 
order to allow the minds of Englishmen 
to return to their normal condition, by 
giving their patriotism a" little excerciso 
in a new direction. 



Our dispatches to-day describe the futther 
advance of the allies and the unavailing el- 
farts of tho Paraguayans to stop the pro- 
graat of tho ironclads ; the litter ciicum- 
•taooe ia not at all extraordinary, considering 
that these terrible engines of war aro novel- 
ties in Paraguay, and science has not made 
sufficient progress in that country to evolve 
any obstacle that would offer formidable rc- 
■isUDfls to their ponderous weight and pow- 
erful artillery. Wa conceive that presped 
ea they have been by a powerful enemy num- 
bering three times their force, and aided by 
every modern improvement iu arms, project- 
iles and facilities of conveyance, the follow- 
ers of Lopez have made a noble resistance ; 
ceding the ground by inches, only when 
overwhelmed by the weight of numbers. 
The allies have lost more men than the Par» 
•guayonsevor bad in the field; the Brazil* 
ian soldiers were well suppliod and better 
drilled than their opponents. The cost of 
the war to Brazil alone will creato a debt 
that will form a lasting burden to tho people, 
as many generitions will P»bb era it 
is paid j yot no sooner will tho 
Brazilian army leave Paraguay which 
they cannot pretend to hold, email as are the 
forces opposed to them, than Lopez will 
begin to ro-eatablish his power and in the 
course of a few years may oe as utile, lo do 
mischief as ever. War is alwayB ari expjn- 
eive kind of amusement, particularly when 
undertaken for the conquest of a country 
where tho people are united against tho In- 
truders. Hore is a little country ot 600,- 
000 people scattered over a largo extent of 
Hrritory, miserably clad, poorly armed and 
possessing no artillery to epealr of, yet able 

10 ofleralong and wasting rcfistanco to irp> 
Taders who could put bb n any soldiers in 
the field as the ontira population of Para- 
guay. What would have been tho result if 
the dafonders bad been of Anglo Saxon de- 
scent'? Simply, tho attacking force would 
have been disgracefully beaten. It, i> amus- 
ing to hear timid people talk of tho con- 
quest of Canada. Such a result could never 
be realized. Groat armies might be marched 
into tho country towns and be pillaged and 
burned ; but very few of tho bold adven- 
turers would over return to toll the tale, or 

11 they did, it would be by a inoro active use 
of their lega than their arms. Tho expori- 
onoooftho Federal Government in tho Sorjlhi 
ern States, is no criterion by which to judge 
of their success elsewhere ; half of the re- 
tolled States wore only lukewarm, and tbo 
disaffected wero everywhere soaftcrod 
throughout tho Confederacy. Hud tho South- 
ern pooplo been wholly united, tho war 

- would havo raged till this day, or tbo Re- 
public would have been rent in twain. .

The Irritation in England. 

From tho New York Trlbuno's Correspondence 

London May 6— Tbe irritilion caused by 
Mr Sumner's speech gons ou increasing in- 
stead of diminishing, us 1 hoped il might aft- 
er a little reflection. I have already describ- 
ed it as extending through all classes, turning 
old friendship into ill-will, and uniting those 
who wero lor us and these who wero against 
us, in one common purpose of res. stance to 
tho demands supposed to bo made by Sum- 
ner. Willi a good deal of reluctance, and 
some qualifications, I said we had few Mends 
if upproval or even toleration of Mr. Sum- 
ner's epoeoh was to be the condition of friend- 
ship, " With a good deal more roluctance but 
without any qualification, I say today that 
so far as 1 know, we havo not. in that Benso 
a single friend in England. Of oourse I do 
not mean that men long conspicuous for their 
sympathy with us havo on a sudden beoome 
enemies, or that they recant anything lhay 
ever eaid on our side. But they disBent 
wholly from Mr Sumnor's statement of tbe 
American claims arid grievances. They 
find fault wiih tho tono of the speech and 
i he extent ol his demands. In more than 
one particular they aro misled, or some ol 
(hem are by the misrepresentations ol the 
London papers, all of which raako Mr. .Sum- 
ner say some things whioh ha clearly does 
not say. Comment on tire speech continues 
dailv, in the press nod everywhere else, and 
while there is a difference in tho degree of re- 
sentment expressed in dilloront quarters, the 
agreement of opinion is practically unani- 
mous. England will fight rather than yield 
lo the claims made or indicated in thia 
speech. She will fight ratber.tban even ne- 
gotiate on such a basis. If Mr Motley's 
iri-truoiions cover any'hing like tho ground 
laken by Mr. Sumner, he will be mot by a 
point blank ralusil 'o consider his proposals. 
At this moment, I doubt whether any pro- 
posal" at all would ho listened to. II populur 
feeling ooontB- lor anything in the Foreign 
Ollico, they would be simply scouted. Ol 
oouib',1 do not mean that Mr. Motley is 
likely to be received ui h incivility. The 
most lunouB would greet him with politeness 
enough, but oil parlies will resist wi'h equul 
resolution an attempt to enter upon any ne- 
gotiation which does not disavow in faor, il 
not in term?, Mr. Sumner's authority to apeak 
lor the American Government. 



Lord Robert Cecils 

Ono young man ol brains was on the Tory 
side of the Houso of Commons, who did not 
like Disraeli, and never profeesod to like 
him. This wus Lor Robert Cecil, who suh- 
lequemly bocamo Viscount Craobourne, and 
now sits in the House of Lords as Marquis 
of Snlisbury. Lord Cecil was by lar tbo 
ablest scion ol noble Toryism in tho HorsJ 
of Commons. Younger than Lord Stanley 
he had not Lord Stan ey'a s lility and cau- 
tion ; but he had much ni ru ol original 
ability ; he had brilliant ileas, great readi- 
ness in debate, and a perfect genius for say - 
ing bitter things in the but er est tone. The 
\ounger eon ol a wealthy peer, lie had, in 
consequence of a dispute with liii fattier, 
manfully accepted honorable poverty, and was 
glad, for no sin r', lime, to help out his means 
by tho use of tii pe . He wrote in the

Thb San Juan Tragedy.— The shooting 
of Mr. Augustin 11 bbard by his partner Mr. 
Watts, is a very melancholy aDair. Hibbard 
resided some fourteen years on Fuget Sound. 
Ho was one or the earliest pioneers who 
found thoir way here in 1855 and traded ex- 
tensively botween Victoria and ports on the 
Saund. By biiiu he wa\a Canadian, being 
closely conneoted with tbe liibburds ot Mon.- 
treal. His brothors are Ihe exteuaive muD- 
nfactureiB of India rubber goods io that city. 
His ago was about 40. The pasi soven or 
eigU years he has been conoornod in tbe 
San Juan lime kiln of which he was princi- 
pal owner, Watts owned a farm, in partnei- 
ahip with a man named Decker, near Soda 
Creek, which be lately sold and bought an 
interest in Hibbatd'o kiln. The origin of the 
quarrel which led to the killing of Ilibbard 
is .variously slated, bnt it is believod that 
Watts became dissatisfied with bis basinets 
prospects, and that bad blood existed between 
the two, which ended on Thursday night in 
the killing ol Hibbarti. An iiiqueit wue to 
have been held yesterday. 

Sick of It —Li Minervc [of Quebec] 
has reoeived gloomy accounts at to the con- 
dition of Canadians who emigrated to the 
States, from a geotlemau wbo has returned 
from thence. A number became poorer 
lhan before ; many mors would return at 
once if they bad money. Wages aro not 
much higher than in Canada and tho coat of 
living double. Those few who have acquired 
a competence propose to return to Canada ot 
once. It is stated that out of 1000 laborers 
engaged in Canada and sot to work making 
bricks at Springfield only the strongest were 
chosen on arrival, and the rest, to tho num- 
ber of thirty, were left to shilt for themselves 
without money or employment, and the same 
treatment awaiis other Bquada that may fol- 
low. • ,

A New Sensation— A Volcanic Island 
Arises in the Middle of the Sea ( 

The following inteies'.ing memoranda are 
furnished us by Oaptain Nickerson, of tho 
ship Nutionol Eaglo, whioh arrived in port 
yesterday morning from Hongkong, having 
mode Ihe run in forty-four ''ays — a very ex- 
cellent passage \ Mav 6lh, (sevonteen days 
out)— This day was very moderate, with tho 
wind from northwest, and fine weather. At 
half-past 4 a. rr. made Smi'h Island — one of 
ihe group of iflands south of Ycddo Gulf, 
Japan, which is in latitude 31 deg. 18 min. 
north, longitude 139 dog, 50 mim. easi. At 
the time wc saw a very largo column of 
smoke rising out of the water, about half 
a point to tho noithward ol the island. 
Upon tieariog it, found it to be a voloano, 
and ul-io that lucre was an idand — con- 
sisting of a mass of rocka ubout fifty 
feet hi^h, and extending northeast and 
northwest — rising out of the water. 
There was aho a streak ol muddy water 
about a mile wide, extending about 5 milts 
N W. from the ncwly-formod i-lmd. This 
island bears N. by 15., E , ond is 5 miles 
iliatnnt from Smith Island. We walked 
aboul midway between the two iila'nd?, and 
whi i) ahreos' of the vi leuno could hour it 
rrnr tearfully. It was sending up a dense 
ma.'s of smoke ai d steam, wlreh apparently 
nttaioed about, ihe htighi of 1000 left. The 
ro;ks must have been very hoi, for when tho 
surl rolled io upon them a heavy column ol 
stcum would rino up abo»n them, and was 
accompanied by u loarful hissing sound We 
could a'so pop. s enm and emuke rising from 
a rtef about a quuricr uf a mile N.\V. horn 
iho Inland.
